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REMARKS 

This responds to the Office Action mailed on October 26. 2004 . 

Claims 1-7 and 15-20 are canceled, and claim 24 is added; as a result, claims 8-14 and 
21-24 are now pending in this application. Claims 1-7 and 15-20 are cancelled without prejudice 
to the Applicant. Thus, Apphcant reserves the right to file later continuations directed to these 
cancelled claims or their subject matters. 

Claim Objections 

Claims 6-7, 17, and 20 were objected to on the basis that these claims are not in proper 
dependent form for faihng to fiirther limit the subject matter of a previous claim. These claims 
have been cancelled. Thus, the rejections are no longer appropriate and should be withdrawn. 

$103 Rejection of the Claims 
Claims 1-2, 6-7, 15-18 and 20 were rejected under 35 USC § 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Bohland et al. (U.S. 6,129,779) in view of either Hillis (U.S. 4,545,877) or 
Todd et al (U.S. 5,368,902), Claims 1-7 and 15-20 have been cancelled. Thus, these rejections 
are no longer appropriate and should be withdrawn. 

Allowable Subject Matter 
Claim 19 was objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but was 
indicated to be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the 
base claim and any intervening claims. Applicant has newly added claim 24, which is cancelled 
claim 19 rewritten in independent format. Thus, Applicant believes claim 24 is now in condition 
for allowance. 

Applicant acknowledges and appreciates the Examiner's indication that claims 8-14 and 
21-23 are allowed. 
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CONCLUSION 

Applicant respectfully submits that the claims are in condition for allowance and 
notification to that effect is earnestly requested. Only claims that have been allowed remain in 
this application.
